.-Vlaska and the water thereof by thi- 
goiioral act of tishories, ami the law it, 
simply being enforced. That is what 
we are liorn for — lo carry out thu laws 
that Congress enacts. .So far this ques- 
tion has not become an international 
one. Tho state department has not 
been informed of any sort of proceed- 
ings, and Ihoreforc bus nothing to act 
upon."

The argumenta 
which are used to prevail upon the cor- 
poration to take shares in tho railHuy 
fcchoiiie would nil lie avaihiiile to imluoc 
tbuui lo go into the cottou miiiiufactur- 
iug project. And if the corporatiou 
could wisely go into raiU'oad building 
and cotton spinuing, why could it not 
engage in boot and shoe making, lumber 
manufacturing, shipbuilding, oi any 
other iiuluatry calculated In ad- 
vaucu tile iiitiiin.-ls of llin city 
and promiito iii" pro.rjierity. 

What is the chief end "f th.- cur- 
poralion ? Is it a gnvorning 
bi'dy or.a tradinj,' bmly, or h enmbiim- 
ti in of iKitli? If it 1.1 adiiiilteil thai 
governing in it.i legitimate bu.tine.ss, ii- 
tlicrc any one in I he oil y wlm uill i-ay 
that it dries tlml iv.irk wi very well that 
it would be wise to adrl to its dutioK and 
roeponsibiUtiwby giving itcoBtf^ol over 
railways uud inanbfaoturing conocrn.s ?

NO aEOUEITY. 

The more the business man studiea 
tho Railway bye-laws the more mibusi- 
ness-liko will lliey appear. The fact 
that tho corporalioii have not taken one 
linglo precaution to eiisuro the per- 
formance of the promises which the 
company have made, will appear more 
and mors atrango tho longer lie studies 
ihem. The company are not asked to 
give anything in the shape of security 
that they will lullil their part of the 
contract. All tliat tlio Dominion Rail- 
way Act compels them to do is to spend 
fifteen per cent, of the capital within 
two years, ami complete the road in 
.seven years, but it iloca luiL require that 
tho railroad, after it is tinished, will an 
,iwer tho purpose for which it was con 
.itruotod. \eitlier tho Dominiou Act 
nor the bye- laws provide any remedy for 
the citizens if the road, after it is com- 
pleted, proves unworkable. Tlioro is 
nothing in any of lliem lo compel tli 
company to make a single trip. 
They make no provision against the 
euaponsion of its opc'rutiona. If the 
company find it convenienut lo suspend 
operations six months after tho road 
has commenced working, thme is noth- 
ing iu ita charter nor in tlie city byo- 
l i'.va lo compel them to rcsuinc opera- 
' iiina. And tha oity will have no remedy 
except it may bo to take more stock to 
keep tho concern afloat. The simple 
truth is tha company is bound to noth- 
ing by the bye-lawa, and the oity is re- 
iuired to run the risk of losing every 
dollar it gives towards the construction 
of tho road. 

We trust that our readers will ex- 
amine the bye -taws for themselves. 
r'!vfiry ratepayer ought to study them 
■ arefuUy. Tliey ati'ord the best cx- 
;.:;!ple of a jug-liaiuUeil .arrangement 
I hat con poaaibly bo devised. All obli 
Rations arc on the part of the city and 
none on tho part of the company. They 
•!imply charter the company to spend 
the ratepayers money.

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Tho victory"won by General Grcnfell 

■ list have been indeed decisive. The 
'i Tvishes appear tn hii\e fallen an easy 
iii-y to the British and J^gypliuii forces, 
il is somewhat singular that in an en- 
:;aguinent described aa "terrific" nearly 
alt the slaughter was done on one 
^ide. Indeed the aucoiint roads more 
ike the de.sci'iption of a ma.ssacre llian 
I a liatlle. How il came abmil that so 
• uaiiy were killed on one side and so few 
•11 the other is very difficult to under- 
-tand. The Dervishes are known to be 
brave, and under favorable circumstan- 
ces, they have proved nearly a match 
:'ir the disciplined soldiers of the Brit- 
;-liarmy- In tin- latr ICgyptian war 
'ur troops had once or twice enough to 
lo to withstand the fierce attacks of the 
■rave children of the desert. But it 
tppears that at this last engagement 
liiey wore mowed down without 
■iiaking any lesislani-e that was in the 
i-ast etl'ective. In .lu engagement in 
'. hicli 12011 were killed and wounded on 
me side, and only 157 on tho other 
-he armies cannot be said to be in any 
onso equally matched. The best that 
:an be said of the Dervishes was that 
hoy did not run away, but kept upthe in- 
•lloclual tight uniil tlu-y were nearly all 
!;illcd or taken priaonei a. 

The accounts of the fight are a little 
contradictory. One telegram tell us 
ihat the Arab leader had not more than 
three thousand men in the field. An- 
itlier informs us that l.'200ofhia army 
.vore killed and wiuiiiileil, and tliat lu xt 
lay fully 2,0(K) surrendered to the Urit- 
ish General. We read again that "one 
half the invading force were left dead 
n field." These figures aro confusing, 
ind are apt to lead to the conclusion 
'hat the news is not idiogclhor reliable. 
It is safe, however, lo presume thai 

■ he invading force has been completely 
■eaten, and that there is no longer a 
Ici vish army in the field. We gather 

.'rom tho account that the Egyptian 
troops behaved well in this fight. It is 

■ urpriaing how greatly tlioy have itn- 
.■roveil hiiiei' tlioy havo bemi iinili;r lii il- 
iah training and inlliiouco. In liie last 
ivar no dopciidence whatever ooiilil be 
placed in them; uow thoy stainl lire 
veil and give effective help in time of 
lotion.

A NEW INUUSTBY. 

A Visit to the SMne of Aid. Kelly's New 
Venture. 

To-day those of the citizens of Victo- 
ria who feel so inclined will be able to 
taste and try pure glittering ice made in 
the city by one of our local aldermen, 
and no doubt the new industry that he 
has been plucky enough to start vvlU be 
apprsciatod and patronized to a large 
extent by his fellow townmncn. The 
mamifactory is situated at tho foot of 
.Sprint's wharf, and contain.s all the la- 
test appliances for making ice, and 
flacking it after it ia made. 

A Colonist repri;sentative visited the 
factory last evening, and whs .shown 
rouii.l the uorks liy .1. C. Kittoii, u hu 
e.\|ilaiiie.l to him the eiilire process of 
inamifa.;tiiie. The most iiiiport.-iiit 
[larts of the niacbinery are of cniii-so the 
stiiam boiler aiel engine haviiif; 
,t capacity of I .'1 b. p. 'I'li.-.-ie 
were built tii \i.;triria by tin, 
.•\lliion Iron \\'orks. Tlieie in a 
ciimprensur of tin* l.inde Patent buili 
liy Hi\ and Firth, of .San Francisco, 
\\lii.'li is capable of compri'Msing ecjual in 
se\ en tons of ice a day liii'lled. The 
I wii tanks in the centr.' of the liiachin.'rv 
have a capacity ..t III, (Mill an.l |'.',(HHI 
;;allons respectively. Ka.:b tank eoii- 
I aiiis a coil of pipe. One ia used as an 
"vaporalor and the , .1 iier as a eondunser. 
The ammonia is |' i- . d ihionj^h these 
■oils of pipe and "xpaii.le.l in the 
I'vaporalirig lank. When it i,s ox- 
paiided it Ims a temperature of 10- 
below /.ero, and « hile expanding it is 
I ransformcil from a liipud into a gas, 
iiid absorbs the heat out of the water 
oirrouiiding the coil in the tank. The 
iiiinionia is then taken to lliii .;omj)res«- 
or in u latent heat, and is tiirnod from a 
latent toa sensible beal. It ia then din- 
chai'gcd into a condensing tank and the 
iiimionia is condensed back to a liquid 
i^ain and passes buck lo its work over 
igain. The cycle ia kept up day in 
iiid day nut. The cold suit brine 
,s then pssBod into a freezing 
,'ank, wliich has a capacity of three tons 
>f ice in every 24 liours. It in thou .cir- 
culated through i-nun and returned back 
o the evapuratinu tank to be recoolcd. 
The ice is formed in tho cans in the 
freezing tank and no ammonia 'n'hutever 
■omea u) contact with the water boiiig 
Irozcn. The freezing tank ia J. C. K.il- 
lon's i.wn patent, and ia tbo only ays 
10111 by wliicb ii'e is minh' from ]nire,iiii- 
prniiared water.

On Monday night, betweuii the lionru 
of 10 and 12, 1). F.. Campbell's drug 
at'ire, coiner of Fort and I )i)nglas streets, 
was broken into ami a sum of ,^l2(l!)..'il) 
abstracted from his safe in the shop. At 
10 o'clock iMr ('ain])bell and his assist- 
ant, .Mr. .lacipies, loft tho shop, I'lcking 
the front door. On Mr. Campbell's re- 
turn at tniduight he went to the till to 
count tho takings for the day, and after 
having done so walked to the safe to de- 
posit thi'iii therein. When he reaclie.l 
it he founil, to his surprise, that the 
outer .lour was wi.le open, the inner 
door unlocked and his two cash boxes 
on the tbsir at the foot of I he counter. 
In one of tho boxes was 11 >i^) gol.l piece 
anil in the other S.'l in ...Iver, which the 
robbera had left b«diiiid them, evidently 
disturbed in their or Ida work. Fifty- 
five dollara in the till were not touched, 
nor did tho depredaUirs iibl;iiii any of 
the valuable iiapers or ib.' .iSO gold 
chain stowed in th.; .back drawers of the 
safe. The rillers must have eiitere.l tin; 
place from over the fence of Ibe paddock 
al the back of thu Drianl House, and 
then proceeded to prise open the win. 
dows of tho hivatory at the back, ami 
then opened up the window. Voater- 
day morning Mr. Campbell found tiuit 
tho shutters liad been prized open with 
a blunt Iron instriunonl. Tbore was no 
lock on the window. Tho work \vas 
either done by an expert or by some- 
body who was familhir with .the place, 
and who knew Mr. Campbell's habits. 
The inner door of tho safe was not 
smashed, but hud been opeuod with u 
duplicate key. 

No clue haa as yet been obtained by 
the poUco as to the whereabouts of the 
robbors.

.-V yoimg man named Peter Siiinet, 
who is well known in the city, and who

from the sealing griiniuls in the schooner 
Walter h. Rich, was .irinking at 11 
o'clock yester.lay morning in the West- 
ern Hotel, when Jack .Sharp, a well 
known man about tho liotcls in the city, 
drove up to tho Western in a buggy 
with two friends. Sharp, who baa a 
alight ucipiainUinco with Sinoet, asked 
him to accompany liim for a drive, and 
tho'latter consenting, all four, more or 
less excited with drink, diove up to the 
Prince of Wales saloon. They alighted, 
and when several more drinks had been 
dispensed to them an old man started o 
discussion with Siimet as to his nation- 
ality. Words becumo hot, aud the two 
soon got to blows, Sinnet shov- 
ing Ilia antagonist down on to a 
labl.'. iSliarp. wli.) saw this, al on.'e 
.ir.l.:reil Siimet lo .■stop laying hands on 
an old man, and was himself hit in the 
face by .Sinnet, who was gradually 
working himself up tn the liigliesl piti;li 
of nervous .■xeileiii.'iit. ,Sliiii|) retali- 
ated by striking back al him, and .Sin- 
net tli.;ii went oiitsi.l.'. Sharp resuming 
a talk at the bar with his Irii/iids. Sonii? 
minutes afterwards bis ,ai 01 was j.'raspc.l 
by .Sinnet, who pulled liiiii out into the 
passage and t.il.l him h.' bad something 
private lo l.'ll liiiii. Sharp followed 
him out un.suhpri tiii;.;ly , when Kud.leuly 
a man beliind tlii ni \i lliil out ; "hook 
out, ,Ia.'k. He's pnlliiif; a gun." Sharp 
hastily ilo.lge.l asi.le, an.l a report was 
inunediately liear.l. The shot shattered 
,i'])nn.' .if glass alaive .Sharp's hca.i, anil 
went lliriiiinh the sulnon, lo.lging in the 
wall bi;yond. The bar was full al lliii 
tiiuj^ ami the tiling of th.' shot caused 
,1 big stir in the ..-rowd. .-Mter firing 
the lexiilv.'r, .Sinnet ran out ol the sal- 
. mil and down ( 'oriiioruiil street to the 
sahiiin opposile the K. N. alation, 
u hieli he entered. When the news of j 
llie allair reacho.l tho police, Ollicor', , 
h.;viii and Houghton bunted U|i their 
man, and in a few minutes traced liini 
lo the salofiii.

Sinnet, seen in the ccIIm by a ("olonint 
ruportoi', claims that even if he bad 
meant nny liarin, wliieli lie didn't, llio 
I'uvolvor was only one of 'J2 cnlibii', and

I look 
on thu action of tho American oflicera in 
breaking open tlia locker of the cabin of 
the Diamond r.nd ubatracting the ..'ap- 
tain's papers as nothing abort of [liracy.
